I  would  like  to  extend  special  thanks 
to  two  members  of  the  staff  who  de- 
voted many,  many  hours  of  their  time 
to  this  book:  Gary  Phillips  who  de- 
veloped the  film,  made  the  prints,  and 
sweltered  out  innumerable  long  evenings 
in  the  non-airconditioned,  picture-win- 
dowed darkroom,  and  to  Denny  Martin 
who  spent  many  mornings,  afternoons, 
and  evenings  taking  the  hundreds  of 
pictures  that  make  up  this  book,  al- 
though one  of  his  habits  at  times  proved 
to  be  a  distinct  disadvantage  to  photo- 
graphic work. 

During  many  dark  moments  comple- 
tion of  this  book  seemed  impossible  but 
somehow  things  just  worked  out.  The 
book  is  in  your  hands.  Myself  and  the 
staff  sincerely  hope  yoXi  enjoy  it,  now 
and  in  the  years  to  come.
